Hollenbeck Home 
Fitting Memorial 


to Old Pioneer 


The following article on the Hol- 


lenbeck Horn*; has been prepared by 
a woman who is interested in county 
institutions and who has previously 
written several articles for the Argus 
readers: 


Tlie Hollenbeck H»me was estab- 


lished by Mrs. Hollenbeck in memory 
of her husband, who was one of the 
pioneers of Los Angeles. 


She gave the ground and put up 


the first building in 1805. It accom- 
modated HO members. Several build- 
ings have been added since then, 
nnd now 240 can be cared for at one 
time. But. there are between 000 
and 800 waiting to enter. 


About 2o new cases can be taken 


each year. 


The Hollenbeck hotel, and the 


property occupied by Bullock's store 
arc owred by the Hollenbeck estate, 
and the income from these properties 
helps keep up the Home. There is" 
now 
income 
enough 
to jyiy 
the 


monthly bills, but not enough to put- 
up more, buildings. 


It costs about i-aOOjOOO a year to 


run the Home, or about $440 for each 
person. This Home is not in the 
eoimminity chest. 
When 
there is 


enough money on hand the Home 
will be enlarged to double capacity, 
for there is ground enough for that 
purpose. 


There are generally more women 


here than men. Sometimes husbands 
and wives are both taken. The appli- 
cant must be 05 years of ago, and 
must have resided in southern Cali- 
fornia .three years, and must have a 
reasonable degree of health. The ap- 
plication is made out and filed away 
until there is a vacancy, then notice 
is sent. The applicant must then 
have three references_. and $300 as 
entrance fee. This need not be paid 
all at once. If there is any addition- 
al money, that is turned over to the 
Home and kept in trust for them. 
None of this money is used except 
for this member. It is deposited in 
the bank and kept to draw interest 
for spending money. More than the 
interest can be drawn if desired, but 
no one is supposed to draw more 
than one-tenth any one year. "When 
the member dies, the remainder of 
the money goes into the Home. 


Women, on an average, live longer 


than men after entering the Home, 
for they generally have some hand- 
work to keep them busy. Many of 
them stay ten to fifteen years. One 
old lady lived twenty-seven years 
after entering. 


Meals are served family style- in 


the dining room, where there are 
eight or ten people at a table. The 
library contains many books, maga- 
zines and papers. The bedrooms are 
very comfortable. Some contain one 
bed and others two. 


Thereis a. good call systenijins: 


each bed. If anyone should become 
sick in the night, the night nurse 
may be quickly summoned. Doors 
arc locked at 9 p.m.

Extremely 
cold weather, late in February froze 
back the plants and it is expected, 
because cf this frost damage, the 
weather conditions since then, and 
the work of the strawberry crown- 
borer, that most all the berries this 
year will ripen at once. The peak of 
the season will! come about May 1st. 


Prices so far have been satisfac- 


tory to the growers. Altho the pres- 
ent price is about $4.00 a crate, 
many strawbarries were marketed 
at the first of the season for $11'or 
$12 per crate. The shortage of the 
locaj crop has lead to the shipping 
in of car-lots of strawberries by ex- 
press from Louisianna.

Mediterranean Fruit fly— 


At last the Mediterranean fruit fly has gained a foothold 


in the United States, it having been recently discovered in 
two of the principal fruit growing counties of Florida. 


State and federal authorities immediately got busy and it 


is hoped that by the establishment of a strict quarantine 
covering the infested area, its spread can be checked while 
the campaign of eradication is being carried on. Perhaps in 
a way it is fortunate for the rest of the United States that 
this outbreak should have occurred in Florida as, having just 
emerged from an apparently victorious battle with citrus 
canker, its horticultural forces are possibly better and more 
effectively organized to fight this new pest than they would 
otherwise have been. 
Under the able leadership of Dr. Newell, state plant com- 


missioner, and the cooperation of the federal authorities, cit- 
rus canker has apparently been stamped out in Florida and, 
if it is humanly possible, we feel sure that the Mediterranean 
fruit fly infestation will meet a similar fate. 


Reports from Washington, D. C., indicate that a fund of. 


$4,000,000 will be forthcoming with which to carry on a sys- 
tematic campaign of eradication, as everyone both within 
and outside the state of Florida recognizes the necessity of 
stamping out this most dangerous of fruit pests before it 
spreads to other fruit growing areas. 


California, state and county, horticultural officials are 


joining forces with Florida in this fight. Some of our state 
officials are already on duty down there and others are on 
their way. Horticultural Commissioners Urbahns of Sutler 
county, Call of Ventura, Bottel of Riverside, McLean of San 
Diego, Brock of Orange, and Ryan of Los Angeles left last 
week to study the situation and give any assistance possible 
in the eradication work. 


Is Liberty Passing?—

Mercury, said that "the Bill of Rights is on Its last legs. . . 
Step by step, at first cautiously but of late boldly, the learned 
justices have found reasons to sustain the wholesale destruc- 
tion of individual rights and then of state fights. Today the 
once free American citizen is a mere subject. . . . " 


What real crime there is, and no doubt there is a great 


deal of it, could be easily enough handled under a simple, 
rigorous and swift legal and penal code. Once murderers and 
thugs found that technicalities and evasions were of no avail 
and served only to hurry them to the hoosegow, crime would 
start down hill. Once the sob sisters and professional reform- 
ers were put in their place, real offenses against society would 
diminish. 


But to attempt to prevent crime at the expense of the 


law-abiding is a dangerous practice. The anti-pistol laws, 
for example, play directly into the hands of the criminal who 
is assured of an unprotected citizenry. And still more im- 
portant, they are a menace to freedom. 


The average person is well disposed and honest. And the 


average criminal would swiftly eschew his profession if pun- 
ishment were certain and swift. We need fewer and better 
laws, not more; a simpler legal machinery, not a more pon- 
derous one.—Ex. 


Improve Secondary Roads— 


(San 
Gabriel Sun): The vast" sums of money collected 


from automobile licenses, gasoline taxes and bond issues for 
road construction have been spent largely for building trunk 
highways. 


The result has been great development along these roads, 


towns have built up and property values have increased out 
of all proportion to the growth that has been enjoyed by com- 
munities lying back from the main highways. 


Smaller places not on the trunk roads have been almost 


wiped out of existence and farms which are left off the main 
routes have not improved in values. It is estimated that 74 
.per cent of rural mail deliveries are on more or less unim- 
proved roads. 


Our system of building main highways has been to par- 


allel railroads rather than to stiike off thru new country. 
Thus we have added to traffic congestion in centers which 
are already badly congested. It is time to broaden our high- 
way program and improve rural, or secondary roads, which 


\ 
reach country not now developed as it should be. 


Frost Losses— 


The customary conflicting estimates of the damage done 


to the deciduous fruit industry by the late frosts are now 
being circulated. 


These estimates range all the way from a $100,000,000 


loss to the state as a whole to an actual estimated increase 
in crop returns over those of 1928. 


The state department of agriculture's estimate of a $50,- 


000,000 loss in based on a 50 or 60 per cent crop loss at last 
year's prices, while the more pessimistic estimators include 
in both field and cannery labor requirements, together with 
the smaller material needs caused by this 50 or 60 per cent 
crop reduction.
